720,000 Polio 
Shots Released 


WASHINGTON (/Pi—The gov­ 
ernment has released 
enough 
Balk vaccine for another 720,000 
anti-polio shots. 
The Public Health Service ac­ 
tion yesterday brought the clear­ 
ance of vaccine supplies in leas 
than a week to over one million 
cubic centimeters. Last Friday, 
the 
government 
freed 
300.000 
units. One c c. of vaccine is used 
in a single antipolio shot. 
But even with the release of 
the 720,000 c.c.’s of vaccine made 
by’ Eli Lilly At Co., Indianapolis, 
the total falls far short of the 
six million shots the National 
Foundation for Infantile Paraly­ 
sis said on June 24 it would need 
to complete the free two-shot 
inoculation of first and second- 
grade children.

BEGIN WORK ON 
FAIRHELD ROAD 
NEXT MONDAY 


The State Highway Department 
Monday will begin applying a two- 
inch bituminous m aterial top on 


12 4 miles of the 22-foot Gettys­ 
burg-Fairfield Rd., Superintendent 
of Highways Wilbur V. Redding an­ 
nounced today. 
The work will complete the re­ 
surfacing of the 
Fairfield 
Rd., 
other sections of which were mod­ 
ernized during the last several 
years, leaving only one section, in 
Highland Twp., from the edge of 
Fairfield 
east for almost three 
miles, to be topped. 
Superintendent Redding said the 
Improvement 
will 
cost 
approxi­ 
mately $30,000. Among m aterials 
that will be used will be 3,460 
tons of stone and 47.200 gallons 
of NC bituminous materials. The 
Highway superintendent said the 
work should be completed in about 
three weeks.

Many Factors Cause Milk s 
Butterfat Test To Fluctuate 


By FRANK S. ZETTLE 
Adams County Farm Agent 
We are often asked by dairy­ 
men if the butterfat from milk 
changes and what causes these 
changes. 
B utterfat content of milk from 
the sam e cow can change, and 
for several reasons. For instance, 
milk produced the first few days 
after a cow freshens usually tests 
fairly high. After the first week 
or IO days, the test on freshened 
cows usually will decline slightly. 
From then on it generally will go 
up until the end of the lactation. 
The average test m ay be low 
if the m ilking herd 
includes 
a 
large num ber of cows that have 
been fresh only a month or so. 
Then the test will go up as these 
cows get further along in their 
milking period. 
B utterfat tests also are generally 
lowest 
during 
the 
hot 
sum m er 
months and highest in the winter. 
In. addition to this seasonal varia­ 
tion, w eather changes can m ake 
the test different from day to day. 
T est may be lower on a hot, humid 
day, higher on a cool day. 
Changes in feed m ay affect fat 
percentage 
tem porarily. 
Putting 
cows out to pasture osu ally lowers 
that fat test but increases milk 
flow. For that reason the total 
am oun of butterfat produced like­ 
ly will say up or increase. 
Another factor in lower butter­ 
fat tests is 
incomplete 
milking. 
The strippings are m uch higher 
in fat than the rest of the milk 
Leaving this high-fat milk m ight 
also increase the test of the fol­ 
lowing milking. 
Metallic Zinc Paint Protects 
More and more m etal buildings 
end roofs are being used by farm ­ 
ers and their m aintenance is im­ 
per tun t.

*80 per cent zinc dust and 20 per 
jcent zinc oxide in the pigm ent is 
recommended. Ninety per cent oil 
and IO per cent thinner and drier 
i m ake a good vehicle.

It is not good economy to paint 
new galvanized roofing. The ideal 
! time to apply m etallic zinc paint 
j is when rust spots just begin to 
show.

P aint durability decreases with 
I the am ount of rust cm old sur- 
I faces.
